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ABSTRACT 

[Object] 

To provide a magnetic rotating apparatus, by which rotational 
energy can be efficiently obtained from permanent magnets with 
minimum supply of electric energy. 

[Means for achieving the object] 

On a rotor 6 which is fixed to a rotatable rotating shaft 4, 
a plurality of permanent magnets 20A'-20H are disposed along the 
direction of rotation such that the same magnetic pole type 
thereof face outward. In the same way, balancers 22A'-22H are 
also disposed on the rotor 6 for balancing the rotation of this 
rotor. Each of the permanent magnets 20A'-20H is obliquely 
arranged with respect to the radial direction line of the rotor 
6. At the outer periphery of the rotor 6, an electromagnet 12 
is disposed facing this rotor 6, with this electromagnet 12 
intermittently being energized based on the rotation of the 
rotor 6 . 




A motor by an application of permanent magnets and actuators, 
consisting of a structure such that 

one side of magnets optionally shaped, kept facing directly at 
their same pole sides in a curve or on the straight and covered 
with a non-magnetic material 1 on the sides other than the facing 
sides, are fixedly provided; 

the fixed side magnets and moving side magnets comprise 
respectively those in different numbers of one or more, and in 
one set or two or more sets; 

the repulsion force between the facing same pole magnets is 
converted to motive power with rates of a speed and an output 
being adjustable by changing of sizes, combinations, mutual 
distances and directional angles of the respective magnets; 
one or more of actuators 17, 21, which make the motor start and 
change movement modes such as forward or reverse and 
continuously or intermittently, are provided; 
a magnetizer to supply actuating power to the actuators may be 
additionally provided or not; and 

the motor may be singly used and two or more of the motors may 
be optionally connected in series or in parallel to use. 
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
